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AMERICA AND RUSSIA. 


HERE is, probably, not an educated and reflecting 
soldier or statesmen in Europe who has not 
regarded as ominously significant. the recent interna- 
tional courtesies called forth by the visit of Captain 
Fox and his party to Russia. The welcome extended 
to the representatives of this country has not been a 
merely formal matter, even on the part of the Russian 
oficial. They have gone far beyond the require- 
ments of official courtesy in their manifestations of 
good-will, and have given to our countrymen a greet- 
ing—or, rather, a succession of greetings—unprece- 
dented even in our own enthusiastic country. The 
greatest of European sovereigns would not have been 
received vith such a magnificent hospitality. 

But this is not all. The nobility, the middle-class, 
and the people of Russia have repeatedly demon- 
strated their good-will and even affection toward the 
United States, during the series of popular ovations 
given to its representatives. It has been such a 
hearty and spontaneous outburst of enthusiastic good 
feeling toward our people and Government as has 
neither precedent nor parallel in the history of na- 
tions. The international ‘‘ blarney’’ exchanged be- 
tween France and England, some years since, was 
confessedly a hollow and insincere affair. The people 
and the Government of each country entertained the 
most profound distrust all the while—and the mani- 
festations of friendly feeling were a mere farce. 

This has not been the case with the recent or with 
previous international courtesies between America 
and Russia. There have never been more thoroughly 
honest demonstrations of mutual friendship between 
two nations. The outward show has represented the 
inward impulse and sentiment. The two countries 
are now, as they have been, bound to each other by 
similar situations, policies and aspirations. Each is 
Working out a ‘‘ manifest destiny,’’ which may be 
delayed temporarily, but can never be permanently 
repressed by any external combination whatsoever. 
Both peoples have that thirst for territorial extension 
Which is the characteristic of great and growing em- 
pires. The progress and development of both are 
watched eagerly and jealously by those Powers which 
have nearly or quite attained the measure of their 
growth. 

Ever since the first NAPOLEON made his memo- 
rable prediction that ‘in half a century Europe would 

“be either republican or Cossack,’’ the steady growth 
of the Russian power has been regarded with anxiety 
by the Western Powers of Europe. Their jealousy 
finally culminated in the overt demonstrations made 
inthe Crimean war. With all the expenditures of 
lifeand money made by the allies, the result proved 
tothem that their temporary triumph was of little 
Permanent value or significance. The resources of 

were for atime crippled, and the occupancy 
“f Constantinople delayed, but this was all. Had 





wee been able to send men ee aeaiiak to the 
Crimea by railroad, even the temporary triumph 
would never have been won, and so the Russian 
Government at once began to extend its railway sys- 
tem to the southern extremity of the empire—steadi- 
ly pursuing its hereditary policy of extension. When 
it next time attempts to move its domain southward 
no earthly power can prevent it. ‘There will be no 
haste about this movement, for Russia has learned to 
bide her time patiently, and to place herself in com- 
plete preparation for making every step forward se- 
curely. Meanwhile she is extending her military 
power and her commerce far to the east and south- 
east, and even now is exciting well-grounded appre- 
hensions on the part of England as to the security of 
her Indian trade and possessions. In the pursuance 
of her present policy, however, there is no chance for 
intervention, diplomatic or otherwise, on the part of 
the Western Powers. They may see that Russia is 
quietly gathering strength for the coming struggle, 
but they have no ground for remonstrance, and know 
that their remonstrances would be utterly idle. 

The position of the United States has many points 
of similarity with that of Russia. Our continental 
supremacy, our steady territorial growth, our marvel- 
lous career of internal development, and our fixed 
conviction that this growth and development have no 
assignable limits, have drawn upon us the ill-will and 


jealousy of these Powers. They thought that our 


destruction was assured by our civil war, as they be- 
lieved that they could limit the European influence 
and power of Russia by the Crimean war. In both 
expectations they have been disappointed. The 
United States and Russia still remain strong enough 
to resist any hostile combination, and are still the two 
great progressive Powers of the world. 


The abolition of slavery in America and of serfdom 
in Russia has added to the similarity of the position 
of both countries. Each has like internal problems 
to work out, and each brings the same resistless 
energy and resources to the task. In spite of all the 
untoward circumstances which now surround the solu- 
tion of our problem, it is our ‘ manifest destiny ” 
sooner or later to work it out—through rough or gen- 
tle measures—fully and triumphantly, as Russia is 
already rapidly solving hers. 

It remains to add that these two Powers are the only 
ones on the face of the earth that can for a long time 
maintain such armies as those which crushed the 
Rebellion. No other Power beside these can keep a 
million of men in the field during such a protracted 
conflict as that through which we have just passed. 
Were Germany united under one government—which 
is likely to be the case during the present generation 
—a force of this size might be raised within her limits 
for a year’s campaign, but we doubt whether it could 
be kept up for a much longer period. A two years’ 
war, on the scale of our own, would bankrupt and 
break up the French Government. The same result 
would follow in a much less time were Austria to 
make such an effort. And England could not raise 
half a million soldiers for the briefest campaign. 

It is not strange, then, that the extravagant honors 
paid by the Russian Government and the Russian 
people to our Naval representatives have been so 
sullenly regarded by the English and French Govern- 
ments. It has been the exchange of honest and 
hearty good-will between two Powers who are impreg- 
nable to external attack, who are constantly growing, 
and whose future looms up with a grandeur fearfully 
ominous to the stationary Powers. 








Ir is a very communal Tact that three of aon most 
successful naval commanders abroad—indeed four— 
within the last three centuries, were originally officers 
of cavalry. In ancient and mediseval times, and even 
in modern times, until seamanship came to be a 
science apart, officers were equally military and naval, 
and performed the most dashing exploits by sea and 
by land. Cotieny, the famous Huguenot, was Col- 
onel-General of infantry and Lord High Admiral of 
France, and equally admirable in land and marine 
affairs. Don JouHN, who won the crowning victory of 
Lepanto, was bred for, and in, the army. Among 
the Greeks and Romans—in fact, every nation of an- 
tiquity—oflficers were transferred from one service to 
the other, and succeeded in both. Sometimes they 
united the duties of general and admiral, and _per- 
formed either equally well, singly and in conjunction. 
From the middle of the seventeenth century down to 
the present time, naval commanders were a thing apart. 
The last great admiral and general combined was 
WRANGEL, who closed the Thirty Years’ War. Na. 
val warfare is now returning to first principles, and 
again we find army officers competent to the com- 
mand of fleets, since ramming—the Roman tactics— 
has superseded fighting at long range and maneu- 
vring,asarule. Ropert BLAKE, CROMWELL 'S great 
admiral, was originally a captain of cavalry (dra- 
goons). OBDAM was also a cavalry officer —the 
NELSON of the middle seventeenth century—before 
Tromp and Ruyrer—sailors pure and sithple—rose 
like suns into successive glories. This OBDAM was 
the Dutchman’who forced the passage of the Oecre 
Sound in 1658, dashing in between the Danish bat- 
teries occupied by the Swedes, and after crushing the 
Swedish fleet commanded by WRANGEL, relieving 
Copenhagen, almost starved out and into surrender 
by Cartes X., Gustavus. Prince RvupErt, 
world-renowned as a cavalry leader, a perfect MURAT 
on land, was a capital commodore on the ocean, This 
brings us down to the consideration of the present 
time. 

Vice-Admiral TeGETHOFF, who commanded the vic- 
torious Austrian fleet at Lissa, looks like an American 
with bushy, English, leg-of-mutton whiskers. He 
served for quite a time in the Austrian cavalry. At 
the special school of the marine he had for comrades 
a number of young Venetians, who subsequently 
passed over to the Italian service. Among these was 
the second in command on board the Re d'Italia, 
who perished with his ship, rammed by TEGETHOFF 
at Lissa. TEGETHOFF commanded tke active Austrian 
naval division during the Prusso-Austrian war with 
Denmark. He fought off Heligoland a combat whose 
issued, it is true, was not favorable to his flag: In 
this fight, however, he showed that same energy and 
audacity to which the Austrian fleet owes its success 
at Lissa. The day after his triumph in 1866, he was 
made Vice-Admiral, just as our own Admiral Far- 
RAGUT became Vice-Admiral after his river and bay 
fights.

First Lieutenant Epwarp Harnis, Fifth U.S. cavalry, 
has been tried before a General Court-martial which con- 
vened at Nashville, Tennessee, of which Brevet Brigadier- 
General W. R. Suarrer, U. S. Volunteers, was President 
The first charge in the case is ‘ Disobedience of orders.” 
The specifications set forth that “ First Lientenant Enwarp 
Harris, Fifth U.S. cavalry, being ordered by his com- 
manding officer to proceed to a point south of Gallatin, 
Tenn., there to codperate with a detachment of infantry, 
in the attempt to capture the guerrilla Harper, by sur- 
rounding a barbecue or meeting to be held near that place, 
did disobey the said order, by dismounting his men in the 
town of Gallatin, Tenn., and making no attempt to accom- 
plish the said order.” The second charge is “Conduct preju- 
dicial to good order and military discipline.”” The specifi- 
cation under this charge alleges’that “ Lieutenant Harris, 
while on his march from Gallatin, Tenn., to Nashville, 
Tenn., did cause his command to trot out and gallop for some 
six or eight miles, without any reason for so doing, thereby 
injuring the horses of his command, so as to cause the 
death of one horse and the disabling of severai others.” 
The third charge is ‘‘ Violation of the 50th article of war,” 
the specification to which alleges that “ Lientenant Harris 
did, without urgent necessity, and without leave from his 
superior officer, quit his command and suffer it to proceed 
to their barracks without him, and did remain absent from 
his command until brought in by a guard detailed for that 
purpose by the commanding officer of his detachment.” 
The accused having been found guilty of the charges and 
specifications alleged against \him, has been sentenced to 
be suspended from rank and pay for a period of six months. 
The court were thus lenient, not being entirely satisfied as 
to the sanity of the accused at the time of the commission 
of the offences of which he was found guilty, the actions of 
the accused, and the evidence of Doctor Bache, throwing 
some doubt upon that point. Major-General Tuomas, in 
approving the sentence, makes the following remarks : 

The proceedings and findings in the case of First Lieu- 
tenant Epwaxp Harris, Fifth U. 8. cavalry, are approved. 
The sentence is too mild for the offence committed by him, 
and he may congratulate himself that he was tried by a 
court that viewed his shortcomings with such marked 
leniency. In order that he shall not escape punishment 


entirely, the sentence awarded by the court will be carried 
into effect. During his suspension he will remain at the 


station of his company. 


Brevet Major-General R. K. Scort, Assistant Com- 
missioner for the Freedmen's Bureau for the State of South 
Carolina, has issued the following order: 


During the season for picking cotton and harvesting 
rice and corn, and until the crops shall have been prepared 
for market and divided among those who have produced 
them on shares, persons will not be permitted to trade or 
barter in these products on the highways, commons, rivers, 
creeks, or inlets of this Military District, without a written 
license from the Mayor, Intendant, or other competent 
authority of the city, town, or parish, countersigned by 
the commanding oflicer of the Military Post, within which 
such persons may be found. Traders and peddlers may 
be treated as trespassers when found on plantations with- 
out the consent of the owners. 

Any person who shall buy cotton, rice, or corn raised on 
shares before the same shall have been prepared for mar- 
ket and divided according to contract, or who shall buy 
these products from persons employed on plantations, may 
be required, on the complaint of any citizen, to produce 
satisfactory evidence to the Post Commander that all the 
parties interested have expressly consented to the sale; and 
in default thereof, such purchaser shall be deemed guilty 
of receiving stolen goods, and punished accordingly. 

Violations of these orders will be punished by Post Com- 
manders by a fine of not less than $50, nor more than $500. 
For the second offence, the accused, on conviction, shall be 
fined, and imprisoned not less than sixty days. 

Citizens are authorized, in the absence of competent 
authority on the spot, civil or military, to arrest any per- 
son found violating these orders, and to bring the offender 
before the Post Commander for his action. 


Brevet Brigadier-General J. H. Carterton, U. S. A., 
commanding District of New Mexico, announces in General 
Orders No. 21, that by virtue of the authority given in Gen- 
eral Field Orders No. 4, Headquarters Department of the 
Missouri, dated Santa Fé, N. M., July 20, 1866, a battalion 
of New Mexican Volunteers is organized for service along 
the northern frontier of New Mexico. The officers and men 
are to be selected from the two regiments of New Mexican 
Volunteers now in service, and the rank and file are to be of 
men whose respective terms of service have not yet expired. 
General Curistorner Carson, Brevet Brigadier U. 8. 
Volunteers, now Colonel of the First cavalry, New Mexi- 
can Vols., has been selected to command this battalion, with 
the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel. The other officers will 





be selected from those who desire to remain in the service, 
until each company is organized; and when their rank is 
changed to that of a lower grade, they will receive new com- 
missions. Afterward, as vacancies occur, they will be filled 
in the usual manner by his Excellency the Governor of

mounted, armed, drilled and clothed as cavalry; the 
other two companies are to be armed, drilled and clothed 
as infantry. The battalion is composed of four compa- 
nies of 98 men each, all of whom will rendezvous at Fort 
Union, N. M., where their organization and equipment 
will be completed, and the battalion prepared for active 
service. 

Private Joun Simmons, company C, One hundred and 
twenty-eighth U.S. C. T., has been tried before a General 
Court-martial, convened at Charleston, S. C., on the charge 
of “assault and battery with intent to kill,” and having 
been found guilty, has been sentenced “ to be dishonorably 
discharged the service of the United States, and to be 
confined at hard labor for the period of two years at such 
place as the proper authority may direct, and to forfeit all 
pay now due or which may become due.” In commenting 
on the case, Major-General Sicktes makes the following 
remarks: 

The proceedings in the above case are disapproved. The 
Court erred in making itself a party to an agreement with 
the prisoner that he should be released on testifying 
against his accomplices. Having made such an agree- 
ment, the Court was not justified in trying and convicting 
the prisoner on his own testimony. When the Judge- 
Advocate deems it necessary, in the prosecution of several 
offenders, to call one of them as a witness, it is competent 
for the authority convening the Court, on the application 
of the Judge-Advocate, to release the prisoner so admitted 
to testify. The course pursued in this case is irregular and 
improper; and Private Joun Simmons, Co. C, One hun- 
dred and twenty-eighth U.S. C. T., will be released and 
restored to duty. 

Aaron Lampkin (colored), citizen employee of the Quar- 
termaster’s Department U.S. A., having been arraigned 
before a General Court-martial which convened at Macon, 
Ga., pursuant to order trom the Department of the Ten- 
nessee, and of which Major E. McK. Hunson, Fifteenth 
U. 8. infantry, was President, on the charge of “ Larceny, 
to the prejudice of good order and military discipline,” 
pleaded in bar of trial the want of jurisdiction of the 
court over the case. The court having been cleared, de- 
cided to sustain the plea of*the prisoner on the following 
grounds: That the only right the cout has to try the 
prisoner is under the authority conferred by the act of 
Congress of March 3, 1863, which gives military courts 
the power to try such cases “during time of war and 
rebellion,” but which authority has ceased by the official 
announcement of peace. Major-General Tuomas has ap 
proved the proceedings in this case, and ordered the prisoner 
to be turned over to the civil court for trial, with such facts 
in the case as may be known to the officer having him in 
charge. 


A merrine of the returned prisoners from a number of 
the States was held after the adjournment of the Soldiers’ 
Convention at Pittsburg, when an association of the sur- 
vivors of Rebel prisons was organized. General A. D. 
Srreicut, of Indiana, was chosen president, and a vice- 
president from each State was also selected. The follow- 
ing appeal was adopted: A beginning having heen thus 
made, we appeal to our late comrades in prison to join with 
us in making this association co-extensive with our coun- 
try. To this end let each returned prisoner put himself in 
communication with the vice-president appointed for the 
State in which he belongs, and be enrolled as a member of 
the branch association of hisState. ‘Those becoming mem- 
bers will aid in the collection of such information as will 
be useful in compiling a history of the Rebel prisons, and 
especially in relation to those of their fellow-prisoners 
whose fate is unknown to their friends at home. The 
meeting then adjourned. 


From an abstract of a report of the trains organized at 
and permitted to pass the post of Fort Laramie, Dakota 
Territory, we learn that during the month of July twenty- 
five trains passed that post. ‘These trains were composed 
of 903 men, 52 women, and 93 children, there being 639 
wagons in all, 257 being mule and 382 ox wagons. Fort 
Laramie is under the command of Major James Van 
Voast, of the Eighteenth infantry, who has appointed 
Lieutenant W. 8. Stannine, Eighteenth U. 8. infantry. 
Provost-Marshal of the Post. During the month of August 
twenty-two trains were allowed to pass the Fort, which 
were composed of 162 mule and 885 ox-wagons, making 
1,047 in all. These trains were composed of 1,529 men, 
603 women, and 563 children, who were armed with 619 
rifles and carbines and 702 revolvers. These facts are in- 
teresting in connection with emigration west of that point.

General Orders No. 21, Headquarters Department of 
the Tennessee, publishes the proceedings of a General 
Court-Martial which convened at Macon, Ga., and of 
which Captain James Y. Sempre, Fifteenth U.S. infantry, 
was President. Two privates of the Third battalion Fit- 
teenth irfantry, who were tried before the court and having 
been found guilty of “sleeping on post,’ were sentenced 
to be discharged the service of the United States and con- 
fined for the period of one year. ‘These sentences have 
been duly approved. 

Tur Second Anditor, in a recent circular, says that in 
making application for the additional bounty provided for 
the widow, minor children, or parents of deceased soldiers, 
the form of application will be the same as heretofore used 
in applying for arrears of pay and bounty, with the ex- 
ceptions that the number of the certificate issued in the 
previous settlement must be given ; and it should be stated 
that the “application is made to recover the additional 
bounty provided by the 12th and 13th sections of an act ef 
Congress, chap. 178, approved July 28, 1868.”’ 


Ir is reported that all enlisted men of the general ser- 
vice, now employed in the War Department and its 
branches as clerks, messengers, etc., are to be assigned to 
regiments of the Regular Army. They will, however, be 
retained in their positions, the assignments heing made for 
the purpose of retaining them in the service, as the Army 
Bill passed at the late session of Congress does not provide 
for the maintenance of the general service branch of the 
Army.

Tue Secretary of War, in compliance with the act of 
Congress, July 28, 1866, giving to soldiers the additional

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FOREIGN NAVAL AND MILITARY AFFAIRS. 
A Barcetoxa paper publishes two letters from a Span- 
ish military gentleman, who is travelling in Germany, and 
who is supposed to be the late rebel General Prim. He is 
a born soldier, and has opinions about the the late war 
different from those of the professional military corre_ 
spondents. Speaking of the old objection’ to the breech- 
loading fire-arms, that they would give the soldier an cp- 
portunity to fire away all his ammunition in the early 
stages of the fight, and be defenceless in the end, he gives 
the remarkable statemer.t, that the average number of shots 


fired by each Prussian soldier in the war was only three 
and the greatest number fired by any one soldier was forfy- 
fve! He explains this seeming impossibility by saying 
that the objectors to the needle-gun system have overlooked 
the instinct of self-preservation, which is so deeply im- 
planted in man. He is of opinion that the failure of the 
Austrians was due to their own want of preparation and 
fewer numbers. He highly appreciates the needle-gun, 
put says the result would have been different had the Aus- 
trians had the forces they were supposed to have when the 
war commenced. He gives the relative forces at 300,000 
to 350,000 Prussians, and the Austrians at 200,000. the 
latter including 30,000 Saxon troops and many Italian 
regiments, who went over to the enemy at Koniggriitz. 
With such an army in hand, General Benepex’s only plan 
was to keep the state of his command a protound secret, 
and so produce a certain moral effect upon his antagonist, 
This ephemeral result was in fact obtained, for the Prus- 
sians had a moment of suspicion when, after occupying 
Saxony, they found themselves at the frontier and per- 
ceived noenemy. ‘There they paused two or three days, 
aif expecting a sudden attack. But this Spanish writer 
refutes the notion of the professional correspondents, that 
the Prussians would have suffered annihilation had they 
met with defeat at MK%niggriitz, by showing that 
they had each position occupied by fresh lines as soon 
as the army drew out o/ it in its onward movement. He 
cofirms the report that the greater part of the Italian 
regiments defending Klum, the key of the position at K6- 
niggraitz, went over to the Prussians with shouts of Viva 
Garibaldi, and thus made the opening to the troops of the 
Crown Prince. This is the reason why the Prussians took 
s0 many prisoners at that battle. 

EXPERIMENTS have been made in France with the new 
submarine torpedoes of Admiral pz CuaBannes. ‘I'he ac- 
count is somewhat vague, but the apparatus consisted of a 
number of glass Lottles, fastened together by a cord, and 
each containing two kilogrammes ot poudre fontaine. A 
large fishing boat, drawn over the machine, was thrown 
nearly a foot high, stove in, and sunk by the explosion of 
two of these bottles. 

Tue Garibaldi volunteers are to be disbanded with six 
months’ pay. The war pay and allowances were stopped 
on the 9th of September. An Italian paper says the 
Minister of War has decreed the freedom from military 
service of the classes of 1842-3, which will at once cause 
ateduction of 58,000 men. So we find the Italians al- 
ready in the ways of economy. 


Tue forts of the Quadrilateral are a great temptation to 
the Italians. ‘They look with desire upon those strong and 
well-made works, and are trying how they can make their 
new schemes of economy tally with the occupation and 
preservation of these forts. One of their papers shows 
that the proportion of soldiers to population in Europe, 
with the exception of England, is 1°96 per cent, and the 
same proportion would give Italy 250,000 men in time of 
peace, 

Ar the last of the monthly trials at Shoeburyness, a tar- 
get Was used built of 8-inch plates, on 18 inches of teak, 
and an inner skin 3-4 inch thick, strengthened by iron 
ribs. This had two wings nearly vertical in position, but 
sloping off sideways at an angle of about 60 degrees. The 
fastenings were the Palliser bolt, h aving a raised thread at 
the screw end. ‘The gun was a 9-inch muzzle-loading 
wrought-iron rifle; shot 250 lbs.; charge 43 Ibs. Steel 
shell made by Mr. Firru were first tried, but none perfo- 
Tated the iron. The Palliser chilled shell were more ef- 
fective. One went clean through everything, exploded in 
‘ome timber, and finally lodged about twenty feet behind 
the target. This struck full upon one of the strongest 
Vertical parts of the structure. Another penetrated 19 
inches ; a third, fired at one of the wings, entered nearly 
é Mches, and made a hole in the iron 13 inches long by 10 
inches Wide; another, shot at the wing, penetrated 12 
inches. ‘The chilled shot were almost equally effective. 
The first. went through the plate, and broke a rib; a sec- 
ond, on the inclined wing, entered 74 inches. 

A Panis letter writer says of Mexico: “ Although of 
late the people here have talked of the Mexican Empire as 
nearly at its last gasp, in official circles this does not seem 
to be the tone, and hopes are cherished that it may yet 
“irvive and prosper. It is intended to have recourse to a 
h military reérganization fof the country. The 


native Mexican army is to be increased, it is said, to a force 
of 50,000 men, and, as it has been found from experience 
that nothing can be done with Mexican officers, the army 
will be officered. by Frenchmen. Moreover, the Depart- 
ments of State will be confided to French military men; 
taxes, custom-house, administration of all kinds, will be 
in their hands. Part of the French troops are to be with- 
drawn next November, but the French Government has 
reserved the right to keep 10,000 men there till November, 
1868

Turre seem to be pretty good signs that the Emperor 
of the French has resolved to increase his army to a mil- 
lion or more men. What method he will take is not so 
well indicated By retaining the present French systeni 
he can either keep the men in service longer or take more 
conscripts each year from the young men. But the Ger- 
man papers say he will adopt the Prussian Landwehr plan 
to a certain extent. They figure the French army of the 
future as follows: Standing army, 316,000; reserve and 
first levy of National Guard, 521,000; second levy of Na- 
tional Guard, 677,000. Thus the whole armed force will 
be 1,575,000 men, according to these German prophets. 

Tur London Times understands that the Admiralty have 
ordered several iron vessels now building to be sheathed 
with zine, with a view to its general adoption. 


La Patrie says that 100 regiments of the French army 
will soon be armed with the Cuassepor breech-loader. A 
new cuirass has also found favor, and is being manufac- 
tured. It is a flexible metal shirt, weighing four and a 
half pounds, and is the invention of an Italian. 

Vice-ApMIRAL von TreGceTHorr, winner of the Lissa 
fight, has received orders to take his fleet to Pola and Fa- 
sana to disarm. The army is not so easily disposed of. 
Vienna is full of soldiers, and their transport wagons 
cumber the open places for many miles around. 


Tue Warrior is ordered to be ready to receive her arma- 
ment by the end of January next. Her main sewer pipes,

IMMEDIATELY after the Schleswig-Holstein war the Aus- 
tiian government determined to adopt breech-loaders, and 
had the different systems then in use examined by a Board 
of officers. ‘They reported that the needle-gun was the 
worst of all; but as both England and France were then 
experimenting, and the cost of a change would be very 
great, it was determined to await the result of their inves- 
tigations. Thus, when the war came on the Austrians had 
no weapons to compete with their enemies. 


Tue Swiss Government has been trying breech-loaders, 
and is reported to have narrowed the rivals down to Pea- 
Bnopy, Remineton, and Henry. It is said to be the inten- 
tion to place the selected gun not only in the hands of the 
army, but of the people also. Thus if war comes upon 
them, the raw troops will not have a strange weapon to get 
used to. 

A CORRESPONDENT of the London Times, writing from 
| Verona, says: There are many things here at Verona 
| worth the study of the English Royal Engineers, and no 
| time is so favorable as the present, when the fortress is pre- 
pared for a siege at any moment, and is still in the hands 
of the Austrians, who have now little inducement to secrecy. 
They will hear everywhere the same story—earthworks, 
parapets 24 feet thick, plenty of traverses, and the free air 
above and around, not bricks and mortar to fall on the 
heads of the men working the guns. 





Tue Candiote uprising has been followed by a serious 
insurrection in Epirus, and that by disaffection in the Le- 
banon. Three thousand Epirote insurgents recently at- 
tacked the Turkish troops, killing eleven and wounding 
250. The Candivte Assembly have passed a resolution to 
annex their island to Greece. 

For the provisioning of Verona the Austrians had 130 
reservoirs of grain, each having the capacity of 45,000 
pounds. There are steam mills for grinding, steam appar- 
atus for mixing, and a railroad to run the loaves of bread 
in and out of the ovens. An attempt to starve out the 
place would be hopeless. 





Brevet Brigadier-General Alexander S. Webb, U. S. A., 
Captain Eleventh U. 8. infantry, has been brevetted 
Major-General U. 8S.

GUNS AND ARMOR. 
[From the London Times, Sept. 17.]_. .. 


Tar the strongest iron-clad afloat might be sent to the 
bottom as easily as a wooden frigate is now a fact about 
which it is hardly possible to entertain a doubt. A target 
with greater resisting powers than the broadside of any 
iron-cased frigate, or the turret of any Monitor, has been 
completely smashed by a particular kind of shot fired from 
a particular kind of gun, and that gun and that shot are 
of British make and invention. It is of equal importance 
to observe that the gun which has proved so irresistible is 
not a piece of any prodigious calibre or impracticable 
weight, but only such a gun as could be carried and 
worked in a ship's breadside. Whereas, toopit is scarcely 
credible that any ship could be sent to sea with thicker or 
more ponderons armor than was represented in the target 
demolished, it is very credible indeed that the calibre, 
charge and power of the gun might be increased, so that 
the essential question between ships and guns may be re- 
garded as settled. ‘hat is the conclusion forced upon us 
by the results of the remarkable experiments just reported 
from Shoeburyness. 

The target exposed to fire on this occasion was built up 
of eighteen inches of teak, and this compact mass of wood 
work was covered in front with solid plates of rolled iron 
eight inches thick, and strengthened at the back by an 
inner skin of iron three-quarters of an inch thick, Al- 
together, therefore, this imaginary ship's broadside was 
about two feet three inches in thickness—that. is, about as 
thick as the wall of an old Norman castle, while the 
materials were hard teak and solid iroh, instead of ashler 
and rubble. If castles, in fact, had been built in such a 
fashion, they would have remained up te our own day as im - 
pregnable to artillery as they originally were to bows and 
arrows. Nevertheless, when a gun described as the 
“9-inch muzzle-loading wrought-iron Woolwich rifle gun” 
was trained against this target, and fired with a charge of 
forty-three pounds of powder and a 250 pound shell of 
Major Palliser’s chilled metal, the effect was decisive. ‘The 
projectile, we are toid, “ went clean through everything, 
plate, backing, and inner skin, and lodged itself, after ex- 
ploding, in some timber, about twenty feet behind the 
target. Anything more crushing,” it is added, “than the 
shock of this missile it would be difficult to conceive, for it 
struck full upon one of the vertical parts of the target. 
and tore its way through as if only opposed by a timber 
screen.” <A repetition of the experiment did but confirm 
the results, and the main fact, therefore, is placed beyond 
reach of doubt. 

One or two reservations should, it is true, be put upon 
record. ‘These effects were produced under conditions ex- 
ceptionally favorable to the gun, which was fired at a com- 
paratively short range, and against an immovable target 
struck at right angles. It is obvious that such conditions 
could not always be anticipated in an action between ships 
carefully manmuvred, though an English captain would 
probably ask for nothing more than equality of speed to 
give him all necessary opportunity for the practice of his 
guns. Still it must be noticed that when the target was 
inclined at an angle to the line of fire the projectiles did 
fail to penetrate it. ‘They tore tremendous holes in the 
plating, and one of them actually got in to a depth of 
twelve and a half inckes, but they never went quite 
through. We should also observe that Mr. Chalmers, the 
inventor of a very celebrated target, claims to be able still 
to construct a block of wood and iron which shall be im- 
pregnable to shot, but practically the case stands as we 
describe it. Now, as no ironclad afloat carries solid ar- 
mor of eiyht inches in thickness, and as the composite or 
laminated armor of the American turrets, formed of single- 
inch plates screwed one upon another, will bear no com- 
parison with solid metal, it follows, as we have said, that 
the armor of any fighting ship at present known might be 
completely demolished by a 250-pounder gun. ‘The de- 
ductions naturally flowing from this conclusion,aré import- 
ant in the extreme. 

In the first place, if we are to accept these facts as per- 
manently established, we may dismiss the question of 
monster cannon from our minds. A gun which will sink 
any enemy is quite big enough, and nothing would be 
gained by a bigger one. ‘I'he hole made in the Shoebury 
target by a 9-inch Palisser shell was large enough to settle 
the fate of any vessel afloat. If the Americans prefer 15- 
inch or 20-inch shot, they have a right to their choice, but 
it is obvious that this weight of metal and calibre of ord- 
nance represent so much superfluity, if the required work 
can be performed by a 9-inch gun with equal effect. And 
this again relieves us of another difficulty. We shall be 
no longer under the necessity of building turret ships. In 
so far as a turret vessel represents any other advantages of 
model, the device may still be a serviceable one, but as re- 
gards the peculiar capacity of the turrets for carrying enor- 
mous guns, the recommendation will, of course, disappear 
when enormous guns are no longer required. As far as 
we can now see, the biggest guns wanted for sea service 
can be carried easily in broadside, and consequently a 
broadside vessel is just as good asever. But the facts here 
asc ertained have a still wider application. & 

We remarked the other day, before these experiments 
had been made, that the whole question appeared to be 
one rather of guns than ships, and this view of the case is 
now decisively confirmed. We might almost say, after 
what bas thus been proved, that the value of an ironclad 
as a fighting vessel has vanished. When ships’ armor was 
first introduced it rendered ships impregnable, and hence 
its importance. But now that the cannon of that day are 
to be superseded by the Woolwich gun of the present, the 
armor confers no such security, and so its importance is 
lost. When we read that the sides of the Warrior are sim- 
ply as vulnerable as so much basket-work it seems impos - 
sible to regard the Warrior as more of a man-of-war than a 
stout old frigate. ‘This, of course, would be an extreme 
conclusion. ‘I'he /Varrior’s armor would protect her up to 
a certain point, and insure her a proportionate superiority, 
nor is it a slight advantage for a ship to be invulnerable 
except under peculiar conditions of attack. Still the broad 
fact remains that an ironclad is as helpless as any wooden 
corvette against a certain gun which every British ship 
ought to carry; and we are mistaken if a short advance 
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this point of departure will not conduct us to some 


i conclusions. 
"*Presuming ironclads and wooden ships to be thus placed 
upon an equality of hopelessness before modern artillery, 
may we not reconsider our opinions about the worthless- 
ness of our old wooden navy? That navy comprises ves- 
sels by the score which, if wood is as as iron, are still 
the most magnificent ships in the world, and is not wood 
as good as iron if one material is just as strong, or as weak, 
as the other? Su one of our fine old frigates armed 
with these Woolwich guns, and matched against an iron- 
clad; accordiug to what we have now learnt, she might 
sink this ironclad, and what worse could the ironclad do 
toher? Of the ironclad would have the advantage 
of her armor ¢6 a certain extent, and perhaps it would only 
be a fortunate shot, or a shot delivered under very favor- 
able conditions, which would do her any fatal damage. 
But this damage might be done, and the knowledge that it 
might be done would al er destroy the theory now 
ne mg ene the relative powers of ironc and 
vessels. Precisely, however, in this same propor- 
tion would the present ideas respecting the inutility of our 
old navy be dispelled also, and our old superiority as a 
maritime Power would be suddenly restored. Only, to 
secure all this profit, we should lose no time about the 
manufacture onl issue of the new Woolwich guns.

Ir is related that at the battle of Custozza an Italian 
regiment, very highly equipped, was sent forward to seize 
upon an important position, but an Austrian corps, throw- 
ing off their knapsacks, outran the Italians, and, having 
first reached the eminence, held it against the enemy.

A NEW UNIFORM FOR THE ARMY. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal : 


Sir :—The subject of a new uniform ‘for the Army is 
one that bas received some attention in the columns of 
your paper, and it has been thought that in the reorgan- 
ization now going on this important change would take 
place. It would appear superfluous to discuss here the 
necessity or advantage of a uniform differing from that 
in use at the present, for it is held to beso apparent to 
the eyes of military men as to be a desideratum of the 
most urgent character. 

The question which may appear somewhat difficult of 
solution, is, what style of dress would be most soldierly in 
appearance, and, at the same time, appropriate to our 
laboring Army. Before going further, we wish here to 
insert our protest against the practice of making laborers 
of our soldiers. If forts and posts are to be constructed on 
the plains or frontier let the Government make contracts 
with proper parties, but do not ask the soldier who enlists 
as such to drive a team hauling timber for his entire en- 
listment, never handling a musket in five years. This is 
well known by old officers, and unfortunately the cases are 
not rare. e 

A Board of officers assembled for the purpose could de- 
termine and decide upon the style of uniform. There 
arexo many examples to be taken from, a glance at the 
European armies might not be amiss—indeed, almost any- 
thing but the a /« police costume which we have the honor 
to wear, and which, in our opinion, is next to the last re- 
semblance of anything soldierly. 

If entire change in the uniform cannot be accomplished, 
some of the most objectionable parts could perhaps be set 
aside. For the present miserable hat I would suggest a 
shako, or some neat similar hat might with taste be substi- 
tuted both for officersand men. The sky-blue pants that 
are worn should never have been substituted for the dark 
blue, which, in our opinion, was much preferable. The 
former in a very little time becomes soiled from wear, 
and let me ask any military man if there is then any- 
thing so disgusting ¢ Unirorm. 


MONITORS AND 
CLADS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Jeurnei 

Sm :—In your journal of the 29th September the follow- 
ing editorial remarks appear : 

“ We wish there could be added to the experiments of 
the Engineer Board with heavy ordnance at Fortress 
Monroe, some tests of the effects of the 15-inch gun ona 
Monitor turvet,”’ etc. 

To those instructed in the mysteries of the strength of 
Monitor turrets, it would be a source of great regret if 
such experiments were made to test the strength of what 
has so far been considered as invulnerable, until the Gov- 
ernment is able to start again and build something still 
stronger than the present Monitors. 

As far as the experiments at Fortress Monroe are con- 
cerned, they prove incontestibly what was well known to 
practical naval officers before, viz: that no Monitor in the 
Navy would stand, for any length of time, the hammering 
from a solid fifteen-inch shot, and it is doubtful whether 
they would stand more than three or four blows. 

The Dictator and Puritan are certainly the only class of 
vessels that could submit to such a trial without being 
knocked to pieces in a very short time. 

This is rather a startling opinion to be given with re- 
gard to a system on which the American nation bases its 
superiority (over every other nation) in naval force; but 
the sooner the truth is told the better chance we shall haye 
of improving on what has so far proved a very formidable 
kind of vessel 

Unlike the English, we have not waited to perfect our 
naval inventions in iron-clads before we sent them into 
service on the ocean, but we seized upon the best that could 
be found and used them to good advantage. 

T have always said, when any Monitor now afloat comes 
under the fire of a 600-pound shoi, the turret would crum- 
bie to pieces under the blows. 

During the late Rebellion our Monitor turrets were never 
fairly tested against very heavy shot, for the Rebels scarcely 
ever had heavier ordnance than the old 10-inch Bomford 
gun, and some few hundred-and-fifty-pounder Brooke 
guns. The latter would not bear high charges, and after 
a few fires they often burst. 

Any one who has seen the Monitors that were engaged 
with the batteries off Charleston, will soon make up his 
mind that they would stand but little chance against a 
15-inch gun on shore, and that a 20-inch solid shot would 
knock the turret off its pivot and disable it at the first fire. 

As to the hulls of these vessels, they would not stand for 
ten minutes the fire from a 15 or 20-inch gun, at ordinary 
engaging distance. ‘ 

As a harbor defence, to assist forts in defending a passage | 
against ships, the present Monitor is a powerful means of 
defence ; but against forts cased with ten or twelve inches

| the machinery throughout the twenty-four hours. 





Monitors are very good things in their way (so are 
pocket pistols for certain purposes), but they do not consti- 
tute the naval strength of this nation. 

In a foreign war one Alabama would do more harm to 
an enemy’s commerce than all the monitors in our Navy. 

When these vessels go to sea, half a navy is required to 
convoy them. They have no speed, and can neither over- 
take the slowest cruisers uor escape from heavy vessels or 
rams. The latter could run over them as they would over 
any other raft. 

A small torpedo boat could blow them up at any mo- 
ment, and it will be found that, except for harbor defence, 
they are unserviceable, and their use will only lead us to 
defeat in case we adhere to the present scale of vessels. 

I do not speak at a venture. I had, during the Rebel- 
lion, some little experience, and know exactly what Moni- 
tors are capable of enduring. 

They were far superior, no doubt, to anything brought 
against them, and the Government deserves credit for seiz- 
ing upon the best means at that time of annoying the 
enemy in his strongholds; but these strongholds were 
sandhills and had no 20-inch guns. 

Their great superiority vanished with the late experi- 
ments at Fortress Monroe, and we might as well go ahead 
and try to make something stronger and faster. 

Don’t let the Americans be deluded with the idea that the 
Monitors at League Island (many of which won’t bear a 
gun) constitute the naval strength of this nation. Their 
day is over. Our strength should consist, as in 1812, in 
fast sailing frigates, with steam power added, and light 
built cruisers, of great speed, that can keep the sea a 
year if mecessary. Our defence against a foreign foe 
coming on our coast is in torpedo boats. Any smart tug. 
can be improvised into a torpedo boat in less than twenty- 
four hours, in case the Government does not provide some- 
thing better. 

Much as we deride the English and French for their 
many expensive failures, we should reme.nber that each of 
them has a powerful iron-clad navy, the vessels of which 
have speed, and can go to sea without convoy, and that 
while we are building fast steam vessels that will only 
make twelve and a half knots, they are constructing iron- 
clads that will make fourteen. 

Our fastest wooden vessels would fare badly with one of 
those swift iron-clads in chase of them. 

This whole matter requires a great deal of considera- 
tion, and a Board of experienced officers should be ap- 
pointed to recommend such improvements in iron-clads as 
may be required owing to the late advances in ordnance. 

We see that the English are already introducing 600- 
pounders in some of their ships. These ships have speed 
enough to run away from any of our Monitors (if badly 
handled by them), and weight and speed enough to run 
the Monitors down if they thought proper to do so. 

Some of the Monitors are still good for harbor defence, 
but they were not intended for fighting at sea. 

Our naval battles will not be in the harbor, but on the 
ocean, and the sooner we prepare for them the better.

THE CHATTANOOGA QUESTION.

Srr:—In your last issue the report concerning the per- 
formance of the Chattanooga’s machinery during the last 
trial undergoes acriticism which one would suppose origi- 
nated in a desire to enlighten the public regarding an atro- 
cious attempt on the part of the Government to defraud a 
private firm. It is evident, however, that the public will 
derive but little information from this effort to “‘ darken 
counsel by words without knowledge.” There are usually 
two sides to a question, and being on the side opposed to 
this marauding party, 1 will briefly endeavor to inform 
the public, in clearer terms, what the whole affair is about. 
It issimply this. The Government, having paid over a 
million of dollars for the Chattanooga, declines to receive 
her or advance more money until certain stipulations are 
complied with which are necessary to render her an effi- 
cient war vessel. This party assures the public that their 
rights have been grievously violated, ignoring the fact that 
sensible men are aware that the Government has rights 
also. The constructor of the Chattanooga’s machinery de- 
clining to guarantee a definite speed, secured the contract 
upon what was considered an equivalent, viz. : a certain 
consumption of coal, the steam generated by which 40 be 
honestly used by the engine, the vacuum to be 26 1-2 in. 
The amount of coal agreed upon was 14,000 lbs. per hour, 
which, being used according to stipulation, would give a 
speed of not less than 14 knots, probably more. Now, let

EMPLOYMENT FOR SOLDIERS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 
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Sir :—Will you allow me, through your valuable journal, 
to ask why it is that sailors and soldiers are still rofused 
work in the Government navy-yards, notwithstanding that 
an order has been issued to the effect that sailors and 
soldiers who served during the war should get the prefer- 
ence. Now, sir, I speak from experience. I asked for 
work the other day at the Boston Yard, and was told that 
I would have to see the Executive Officer. I found out, 
after considerable walking about, who and where his office 
was. I asked him to give me employment; he told me to . 
give my name to the “ Master Laborer,” to be put down on 
the list of applicants for employment ; the Master Laborer 
very kindly told me that he would see and get me employ- 
ment as soon as possible. I left the office, and, knowing 
some of the workmen, took a walk through the yard to 
see them, when, in the course of my conversation, they 
told me that there were over fifty citizens in the gangs. 
Now, sir, I ask is this a right way to treat men who have 
served their country all through the war? I have been 
wounded three times, but not so as to interfere with my 
being able to work: Knowing that your paper is circulated 
among a great number of naval and military officers, I 
take the liberty of asking you to give this publication, 
hoping it will meet the eyes of some officers who know how 
to appreciate the services that we have performed during 
the Rebellion.

[Our correspondent evidently misunderstands the exact 
state of the case. The orders from the Navy Department 
are that discharged soldiers shall have the prefersnce when 
new hands are to be hired, and not that new places shall 
be made for them. The applications for work greatly 
exceed the vacancies which occur ; and as a majority of th 
applicants are not artisans or craftsmen they can only be 
employed as laborers. Tho rule followed inthe Brooklyn 
Navy-yard, and in fact we believe in all, is that the ap- 
plicant should place his name on a list, and that as fast as 
vacancies occur, employment should be offered to those 
whose names have been thus registered. An honorable 
discharge is considered a sufficient recommendation. On 
this plan we believe that more than half of the present 
employees at the Brooklyn Navy-yard have been in the 
United States Service. Every effort is being made to employ 
those deserving of employment, and the method pursued is 
one which will recommend itself to any reasonable man.

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GENERAL VON MOLTKE. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Sim :-—I beg leave to furnish some additional notes in 
regard to a biographical sketch of General Moitke, Chief 
of Staff of the Prussian army, in your last number (Sep- 
tember 29th). 

General Baron von Moltke entered the Prussian army 
as second lieutenant in the King’s Own regiment of in- 
fantry, about 1818 or 1819. He was not “ almost imme- 
diately’’—no Prussian officer ever is—transferred to the 
General Staff, but he was made a captain in that corps 
about 1836, after nearly twenty years of service. He was 
in Syria, not with Mehemet Ali. but on the side of the 
Porte, the Sultan having applied to the King of Prussia 
for some officers who could act as staff officers. Both 
armies on that occasion were perfectly miserable, and Gen- 
eral M. is known to have said that if he could have but 
succeeded in getting the Turkish cavalry as far as into the 
first artillery fire, the Egyptians would have run first. As 
it was, the T'urks ran, and, according to Asiatic fashion, 
they declared the foreign officers to be the cause of their 
defeat, and Messrs. M. and von Vincke had a narrow es- 
cape from their own men. 

The author of the History of the War in 1829, between 
Russia and the Porte, is the present General Moltke him- 
self. He was next detailed for some time as aide-de-camp 
to Prince Henry of Prussia, brother to King Frederic 
William ITI., who passed the last years of his life in Italy. 
After the death of this prince he resumed his position as 
staff officer in the army, and became in due course of time 
colonel and Chief of Staff of the Fourth Prussian Army 
Corps, about 1848. When promoted to the rank of Major- 
General—equivalent to the rank of Brigadier-General in 
the United States Army—he was appointed Senior Aide- 
de-camp to the Crown Prince, when this prince, his educa- 
education having been declared completed, formed his first 
military staff. General M., of course, was to guide and to 
assist the prince in his subsequent military and political 
studies 

In 1857, after the death of the last Chief of Staff of the 
Prussian army, General von Reyher, an old veteran of the 
Napoleon wars, General M. was ordered to be Acting Chief 
of Stafl of the army, his seniority, according to the usage 
in the army, not vet permitting his full appomtment. 

In this capacity he prepared the movement of the Prus- 
sian army toward the Rhine in 1859, when King William, 
Regent still, was willing to assist Austria xagainst Napo- 
leon, but was prevented from doing so by the peace of Villa- 
franca. It would be adiscussion too remote from our pres- 
ent subject to show that the King of Prussia has, ever 
since that time, felt perfectly convinced that there could 
he no real understanding with Austria in regard to their 
position in Germany, and that the origin of the last war 
might be traced to that period. 

General Moltke then was made a Lieutenant-General 
and Chiot of Staff of the Prussian army. In 1860 he acted 
as such with the allied army in the Elbe Duchies, com- 
manded by old Field-Marshal Wrangel, and now he has 
had the great opportunity of directing, under the King's 
own command, the preparatory and decisive movements of 
the cumpaign against Austria, ‘lo compare this campaign 
with those of King Frederick the Great, to show in what 
points they resemble, and where and why they are dif- 
ferent, ‘is certainly a study interesting to any officer.

ARMY BREVETS. 


To the Editor of ie Army and Navy Journal: 


Sir ; —Speaking generally for the officers of the Army, we 
were all gratified and highly pleased when the War Depart- 
ment convened the Bourd of Infantry Officers that recently 
decided upon the brevets which should be conferred upon 
those who had taken an active part in subduing the re- 
cent Rebellion, and were satisfied that at last justice, and 
simple justice, would be done, independent of political 
predilections or influence, and that the brevets would be 
recommended solely upon the merits of the officer, and 
the record of their services, as set forth in the files of the 
‘Department and their own statements. How wofully we 
were all mistaken. Let any one who doubts, refer to the 
officers of the Army themselves. 

The result of the deliberations of this Board is a bur- 
lesque upon justice, and has, as far as my experience goes, 
been the subject of much dissatisfaction and disgust. 

It would certainly have saved much time and the expen- 
diture of some money, if the Department had, instead of 
convening this Board, published a general order giving 
three brevets to every officer who had been on office duty, 
away from the front, during the whole war, and two brevets 
to everybody in any way connected with the Army, sutlers 
and laundresses included. 

I am one of those brevetted to a grade beyond the one 
I now hold, so that I cannot be accused of suffering from 
a sore head ; but there are so many cases of manifest injus- 
tice apparent in the list of brevets reccommended by this 
Board, that I am constrained, in honor, to complain and 
protest against the whole system of brevets; and 1 would 
most gladly sign a petition to Congress to do away with it 
entirely, the more especially as it is now seen that we cannot 
have the system properly carried out, even by a Board of 
Regular officers. 

lt is certainly worthy of remark, that there was not a 
member of this Board (that 1 am aware of) that ever served 
with the Regular division in the Army of the Potomac; 
and although there were two officers connected with the 
Board who belong to the Eight infantry; I do not accuse the 
Board of partiality, but cannot help wondering how it 





happened that this regiment, which, although as gallant as 

any, saw considerably less fighting than any other Regular | 
regiment in the Army, except, perhaps, the Ninth, should | 
receive more brevets than those that had been in nearly | 
every engagement with the Army of the Potomac. ‘This is | 
odd, and must of necessity excite remark : but it is not nore ! 


or pretended engagements, in which they were 
not under fire at all, and that others should receive as high 
as three brevets, who, in the opinion of the officers of their 
regiments, never evinced any striking desire to sacrifice 
themselves upon the altar of their country, “‘ but on the 
contrary quite the reverse.” 

I am cognizant of one case in which an officer received 
4 brevets, who was never, as an officer, under fire in his 
life. 

For the severest engagement I was ever in the Board 
does not recommend me; yet for Chancellorsville, a mere 
skirmish as far as the Regular division was concerned, I am 
brevetted. ‘This apparent injustice may perhaps be ac- 
counted for by the fact that there was not a single member 
of tho Board with us in that terrible battle, and they 
therefore probably “‘ went it blind.” 

If Mr. Wilson will report a bill, at the next session of 
Congress, doing away with the whole system of brevets, 
abolishing it entirely, and substituting therefor a class of 
medals to be given solely for “ gallantry in the field,’ he 
will be conferring a lasting benefit tothe Army generally, 
and particularly to us working members of the order who 
have marched and bivouacked many a day and night on the 
sacred soil, and who are now, when the “ stern alarums 
have changed to merry greetings,” banished for an in- 
definite period to the frontiers; to us, who have but little 
opportunity, and still less desire, to button-hole Congress- 
men or to excite sympathy and compassion among the 
members of the “ third house,’ and whose modest desire 
is to do our duty well and faithfully, wherever the fates 
and the War Department may send us. ALCALDE. 


U.S. SLEAMER NYACK. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Srr :—Upon our arrival at this place on the 21st instant, 
my attention was called to an article in your valuable pa- 
per on the performance of this vessel, signed “ XV.” 
Now, I wish to correct some statements made in that arti- 
cle. To begin, I will take the double-acting air-pump, as 
applied to the engines of this vessel. We have now 
steamed some 10,500 miles since leaving New York, during 
which time the double-acting pumps have performed splen- 
didly, not giving the slightest trouble. We could drink 
the water from the fresh-water reservoir at any time, it 
being so fresh, and as for the water being so full of filthy 
grease, etc., as mentioned by the writer of the article re- 
ferred to, it is all nonsense. I have not experienced any 
difficulty in keeping the double-acting pumps tight, as 
mentioned by “ XV,” viz., pumps cutting by sand, dirt, 
etc. On the contrary, the pumps are now in as good con- 
dition as the first time they were put in operation, although 
we have been in commission fourteen months, the greater 
part of which time we have been under steam. ‘ XV.” 
also mentions another function (to use his language) 
which this fuel-killing apparatus performs, viz., to kill the 
feed water by the condensing water coming in contact with 
the metallic partition that separates the pumps. Now, the 
feed-water cooler, as “ XV.” calls it, is a no such thing ; and 
to prove this, | can carry the feed water from 130 to 135 
degrees, without any trouble whatever, and still maintain 
a vacuum of 26 inches. So, this must be positive proof 
in the eyes of any engineer, that “ XV.'s”’ statements are 
wrong. 

“XV.” also mentions the fact that this vessel, on her 
passe.ge from New York tou St. Thomas, W. I., consumed 
fourteen tons of coal per day, and averaged 84 knots. He 
does not, however, mention the fact. that during this pass- 
age we were laboring under many disadvantages; viz., we 
had but one feed pump to supply the boilers, the other be- 
ing disabled the second day out of New York; conse- 
quently we were often compelled to use the donkey pump 
to supply the deficiency. Using sea water necessarily 
causes a loss of fuel, and, to make the matter worse, we 
had a new set of firemen, many of whom understood little 
or nothing about firing. If “ XV.” will take these facts 
into consideration, I think he will alter his tone. 

*“ XV." is also rather mistaken about the maximum 
consumption of coal of the Nyack class being 28° tons per 
day. ‘This vessel could not burn more than 18 tons of coal 
per day with the hardest kind of driving, and in favorable 
weather that would give a speed of tweive knots per hour. 
The best proof of this vessel's performance is in steaming 
from New York to this place. The average speed, with 
mgderate steaming, was nine knots, through good and bad 
weather, and the average consumption of coal was 13 tons 
per day ; and it must be borne in mind that we have used 
Cardiff coal from Para, Brazil, to this place, which coal is 
not equal to good anthracite in evaporating efficiency in 
the Martin type of boiler. Now, I think, when “XV.” 
comes to understand these facts, he will say this class of 
vessel performs very well. 

We have met several American merchant steamers 
that were bound to the Pacific, on our passage, and I find 
their performance is not as good as this vessel, in either 
speed or economy. B.C

‘There are, 
beside the company, « few citizen laborers who receive $2 50 
per day (coin) and rations for doing the same work which a 
soldier for 53c. per day (greenbacks), is compelled to do. I 
ask the public is this just, or is an enlisted man a soldier or 
a laborer ¥ A Lover or Rieuts.

MILITARY EDUCATION IN COLLEGES. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journel : 


Sir :—Congress, at its last session, took the first step ever 
taken under our Government for the general diffusion of 
scientific and practical military education among the peo. 
ple, by the following provision of the Army Bill, viz: 

Src. 26. And be it further enacted, That for the purpose of pro. 
moting knowledge of military science among the young men of the 
United States, the President may, upon the application of an estab- 
lished college or university within the United States, with sufficient 
capacity to educate at one time not less than one hundred and fifty 
male students, detail un officer of the Army to act as president, su. 
perintendent. or professor of said college or university; that the 
number of officers so detailed shall not exceed twenty at a time, and 
shall be apportioned through the United States as nearly as practic:. 
ble according to population, and shall be governed by general rules, 
to be prescribed from time to time by the President. 

When we reflect upon the constant opposition made by 
short-sighted politicians—we will not call them statesinen— 
to our National Military Academy during many years 
prior to our recent civil war—this provision, unanimously 
approved, will appear, as\it is, the result of dear-bought ex. 
perience. Tt is an assertion beyond dispute that the gen- 
eral belief in one section of our country, that the unmili- 
tary habits and character of the people of the other would 
forbid armed resistance to the contemplated effort to break 
up the Union, was the principal encouragement to the at- 
tempt. 

The importance of military education had always been 
better appreciated in the South than in other sections, 
There, State and private military schools had been estab- 
lished and in full operation for years. Hence, the com- 
mencement of the unhappy struggle found that section 
comparatively well provided with instructed officers. To 
this foresight on the part of Southern leaders, and of the 
Southern people, may be attributed their first sectional 
success, and the national disaster of Manassas, and its direct 
consequence—the protraction of the contest through four 
bloody years. For it can hardly be doubted, that hada 
military spirit been previously fostered throughout the en- 
fire countiy, and scientific military education generally 
diffused among the educated classes, by such means as the 
law under review provides—either that battle would never 
have been given to the page of history, or, its issue hav. 
ing been reversed, the fires of secession would have been 
quenched without further bloodshed. But we have paid 
the penalty of national neglect of this important subject in 
the loss of half a million of lives, and the accumulation of 
countless millions of debt. Let us profit by the appalling 
experience, and henceforth in time of peace be ever pre- 
pared for war—not in the interest of the demon of con- 
quest and slaughter, but for the sake of abiding peace, 
more glorious than a blazoned scroll of victories, peace at 
home and abroad, based upon the immovable foundation 
of mutual justice and mutual respect. ‘lo this end let the 
military element enter into and have its due place in every 
plan of liberal education. Let every principal college es 
tablish a chair of military science, and let public opinion 
enforce a due share of attention on the part of students to 
military exercises, and to military studies. 

Valor is a quality common to our race, and among our 
people. Let every hamlet in the land find among its edu- 
cated classes proficients in military science and martial 
training, to guide and direct it in the hour of need. The 
classes upon whom will fall the labor of preparation dur. 
ing their collegiate years, will reap a rich reward in after 
life for their efforts, in the enhanced social position and 
respect which knowledge of matters so useful, and so cap- 
tivating to the popular imagination, will ensure. No peo- 
ple are fonder than our own of martial display, or more 
charmed with the dulcet sound of military titles. The pa- 
petuation of a national military spirit pervading all classes 
of society will be the inevitable result of the general adop- 
tion of the system we are advocating, now first inaugurated 
among us. 

But we “ear its adoption may be retarded by the luke 
warmness or opposition of existing collegiate authorities, 
resulting from the apprehension of insurmountable difi- 
culties of execution, and dread of disturbance in long & 
tablished college routine. 

We, however, believe that no essential difficulties will be 
met. in the practical attempt to place any existing college 
upon a military basis. There are no antipathies betwee 
letters and arms. Some of the most renowned warriors of 
ancient and modern times have been shining lights in the 
world of letters. The pen of the hero has often proveds 
powerful adjunct to his sword. 

To descend to practical details, let it be observed that the 
adoption of a uniform dress for students is consistent wilh 
the time-honored custom of European universities. Ite 
hances esprit de corps and love of Ala Mater, while iti 
essentially democratic and economical—saving the expen 
of variety and change of fashion, and giving to the wealthy 
no advantage over the student of limited means. 

The necessary arms and equipments for purposes of it- 
struction will doubtless be freely issued from our national 
arsenals, entailing no expense upon students. : 

Congress may be induced to breathe into its own hand 
work the breath of life, by providing for the appointmet! 
to commissions in the Regular Army of a certain numb 
of distinguished pupils annually, upon the recommendatit 
of the Faculty of such colleges as may adopt the system 
This is the more probable, as the recent increase of ow 
standing army will demand from year to year a mor 
copious supply of officers than West Point will be able ® 
furnish. 

A certain attention to military exercises on the part af 
college students will trench upon no time except 
necessarily devoted to physical exercise and mental recrés 
tion. While these will take the place, in some degree, 
sports and pastimes intrinsically useless, they will poss 
a charm and interest for young men sufficient to ensuf 
even the voluntary attention of almost every student. 

‘The personal physical advantages of such exercises, ® 
developing the constitution of youth during the cf 
period of life ccmprised in collegiate years, will be fulls 
appreciated by every parent who has sons to educate. the 
almost universal neglect of physical education among 8" 
the most sezvione defec! «.t our American educational syst® 
No better remedy fur this evil can be devised thar the plat 
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in question. Its first introduction may demand some ; Acting Ensigns Franklin Ellms, James T. Bowling, and C. | to the Adjutant-General of the Army for an extension of 


exertion on the part of the military professor. But having 
once effected the organization of a corps of students as a 
hattalion of infantry, it will become se/f-instructing, as is 
the case at West Point, and his labor will be confined to 
general supervision. Military habits and military routine 
will be transmitted from class to class with each revolving 
r. 

¥ The Sciences purely military are few, and form but a 
small part of a course of liberal studies. Yet they are 
essential to its completeness, for without a knowledge of 
them searce a page of history can be read understandingly. 
It is believed that ample space for these necessary studies 
may be found without marring the symmetry of any 
established curriculum. These studies, too, may be popu- 
larized to a considerable degree without making them 
superficial. The method of instruction by lectyges may be 
employed, in part, with success. There is in military 
science really little that is abstruse or difficult of compre- 
hension, to the extent needed to qualify officers for success- 
falcommand. Its teachings are practical and its theories 
plain. “thar , 

There is nothing in the system in question to excite cor- 
porate jealousies. The law contemplates merely the loan 
of the services of the officers of the Army to ensure a great 
national desideratum, but not the slightest trespass upon 
the autonomy of the institutions which avail themselves of 
its provisions. 


Our Military Academy at West Point has done much | 


for the glory of the Republic. It has given to the Nation 
a body of officers of whose exploits any people on earth 
might well be proud. But its course of study is too exclu- 
sively scientific, and too little literary, to command univer- 
sal approbation, or, in the opinion of many, to fit its éléves 
fully fur the grave N«tional responsibilities which naturally 
and inevitably fall to the lot of many of them in after life. 
It binds every intellect upon the Procrustean bed of 
mathematics, and woe to the hapless c:det—however bril- 
liant his talents in other walks of learning—if they do not 
chance to tally with the inflexible standard. 

The scope of that institution is necessarily limited by its 


purpose and design of meeting the demands of a small | 
standing Army, which true policy requires to be kept, at all | 


times, as small as National exigencies will permit. The 
system under consideration will afford the means of carry- 
ing out this policy without possible danger to the country 
It will wationalize Military education. It will go further ; 
it will Ziberadize it in its spirit and character. 

We may “ow look forward to a period when the Univer- 
sity upon whose curriculum shall have been skilfully en- 
grafted the military element shall stand in the estimation 


of the people—and still more in the well-considered opin- | 


ion of the liberally educated—as a generous rival, even in 
its own special sphere, to the world reuowned Military 
Academy of the United States.

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THE IMPERIAL CIRCULAR. 
HE Imperial circular which has been recently 
addressed by Louts NAPOLEON to the diplomatic 
agents of France is a very tame production, and at 
first sight seems to form a very lame and impotent 
conclusion to the Imperial letter of June 11th. It 
contains nothing that was not equally well known 
before. It-developes no novel views of the situation 
in Europe, nor of the position of France toward other 
nations. The Emperor seems to have written this 
manifesto (for, though signed by the Marquis de 
LAVALETTE, it is understood to have proceeded from 
the Imperial pen) because Europe expected him to 
say something, and not because he had anything in 
particular or new to say. Tame in style and feeble in 
argument, it strikes the reader as the production of a 
man who labors to say as little as possible in as many 
words as possible ; anxious to allay public excitement, 
and yet not commit himself too strongly to any defi- 
nite line of policy. The Emperor was in what is 
popularly called a “ fix." He had been notoriously 
haulked in all his plans for the enlargement of France, 
deceived in his calculations with regard to the war, 
and, worst of all, had been snubbed in the face of all 
the world by the Prussian minister; and Europe was 
very naturally asking the question, ‘‘ What will he do 
** about it?” 

Under the circumstances, Louis NAPOLEON could, 
for the present, do nothing. The sudden termination 
of the war between Austria and Prussia, as unex- 
pected as it was decisive, disturbed the calculations 
of both Bismark and NAPOLEON, but greatly to the 
advantage of the former. Absolved, by circumstances 
attendant upon overwhelming success, from the ful- 
filment of those private engagements which he had 
made with the Emperor when it was supposed that 
the interposition of France might be necessary to turn 
the scale of doubtful combat in favor of Prussia, 
Count BIsMARK not unwillingly rejected the Imperial 
demand for the rectification of the Rhine frontier. 
No other course was open to him. The Germans 
were inno mood to permit the execution of those 
plans of territorial ‘* adjustment’’ which the two 
statesmen had talked over in private, and upon 
which France counted as compensation for the ag- 
grandizement of Prussia. Divided on every other 
question, on this the Germans were united. They 
would not brook the cession of an inch of German 
territory. France was not in a position to enforce 
her claims. Emerging from the war with undimin- 
ished resources, with heightened prestige, with an 
army confident in itself, in its leaders and in its 
weapons, Prussia alone was more than an equal match 
for unprepared France. Austria was prostrate and 
helpless; Italy was leagued with Prussia; Russia 
had not forgotten the humiliations of the Crimean 
war; and Belgium and Holland were morally certain 
to take sides with Germany in a war to resist French 
aggression. France, therefore, stood alone. Her 
military condition was such as to forbid her entering 
without allies into a war with Germany. She must 
have delay for military preparation, for new political 
combinations and alliances ; and yet, in the meantime, 
the Emperor could not afford to stand in the light of 
a defeated and outwitted statesman, nor could he 
without danger confess openly the military weakness 
of the empire. 

Another circumstance impelled him to break silence. 
Educated to the idea that France was all-powerful in 
Europe, and excited Ly his own letter of June 11th, 
the Emperor's subjects were clamorous for war. The 
excitement was skilfully fanned and kept alive by his 





political adversaries, who welcomed every token of 
popular discontent, and who sought to instil into the 
minds of the people the idea that France had fallen 
into disgrace through the imbecility of its ruler, that 
its prestige was lost, and that it could regain its in- 
fluence only by means of war. ‘‘ On to the Rhine,”’ 
like ‘‘ on to Richmond,’’ became the watchword of a 
powerful party; not so openly employed, but sug- 
gested and repeated in a thousand different ways 
familiar to the ingenious orators and journalists of 
France. The idea of war for the Rhine border was 
becoming rapidly infused into the French mind, and 
with it the dangerous suspicion that the Emperor's 
weakness alone restrained the nation from entering 
upon the path of glorious conquest and aggrandize- 
ment. 

To counteract the effect of his enforced pacific atti- 
tude, and at the same time to allay the military ex- 
citement of his own people, the Emperor prepared his 
manifesto. Though nominally addressed to the 
diplomatic agents of France, it was obviously intended 
for public effect at home and abroad. The fact that 
such a manifesto was in preparation was announced 
several weeks in advance of its appearance ; and all 


Europe waited in anxious expectation for the oracular 


utterances. But when at length the oracle spoke, 
people wondered what was meant. Here was a mes- 
sage of extraordinary length, full of big and strange 
phrases that appeared to conceal a great deal of mean- 
ing, if it could only be got at and comprehended. 
The surface meaning of it, taken as a whole, was so 
plain, so commonplace, and so familiar, that people 
refused to credit their own understanding of it, and 
laboriously sought for the hidden significance of cer- 
tain phrases. 

Leaving these for the present out of sight, we are 
struck with the fact that the chagrined and baffled 
Emperor appears in this manifesto as the happiest 
man in Europe. He accepts everything just as he 
finds it. Submitting, with the graceful ease of a 
fatalist, to the unyielding logic of events, he proclaims 
his supreme delight in all that has taken place around 
him. He approves of all the changes that have 
taken place inGermany. The territorial and political 
aggrandizement of Prussia excites neither fear, nor 
jealousy, nor resentment in the Imperial mind. On 
the contrary, he views it with satisfaction. With her 
enlarged territory and ‘“‘ free solidarity,’ that Power 
is pronounced able henceforth to assure the in- 
dependence of Germany without giving umbrage to 
France, who, proud of her “admirable unity,’’ and 
her ‘‘ indestructible nationality,” ought not, she is ad- 
monished, to oppose the work of assimilation which is 
taking place across the Rhine—although, as the 
Emperor is careful not to suggest, it has always been 
the policy of France to resist that assimilation. In 
return for this complaisance, Germany is expected to 
forget her traditional jealousy of France. Looking 
in another direction for causes of self-congratulation, 
the Emperor rejoices in having erected Italy into a 
powerful ally ; but he cannot forbear administering a 
gentle rebuke for her recent manifestations toward 
France. ‘‘ Notwithstanding unreflecting susceptibili- 
‘ties or momentary injustice,’’ he says, ‘‘ her ideas, 
“her principles, her interests draw her nearer to the 
‘** nation which has shed its blood to assist her in 
‘conquering her independence.” With regard to 
Austria, the Emperor suggests that she is happy in 
being released from German complications, and that 
she will be too busy with Hungary and her other 
provinces to interfere with France. In short, the 
logic of the manifesto is that Prussia and Italy having 
got what they wanted, and Austria having her hands 
full at home, France will be let alone as long as she 
refrains from meddling in the affairs of other nations ; 
that the Emperor of France is satisfied with things as 
they are, and has no present intention of disturbing 
them. 

Such is the purport of the Imperial manifesto, 
which, we are assured, has had a tranquillizing effect 
in Europe. To be sure, everybody knew before, just 
as well as now, that NAPOLEON was not going to fight 
Prussia—until he was ready. But then it was a relief 
to have him say so, and say it, too, in such a grand 
Imperial style, so different from the language of com- 
mon mortals, into which, however, it has to be trans- 
lated before its meaning can be fully appreciated. 
And do our best, we cannot fully harmonize the Im- 
perial logic. For, though the letter was apparently 








written to demonstrate that the recent changes in 
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Europe must lead to a durable peace, and that Frang 
has nothing to apprehend from the ambition of he 
neighbors, we are abruptly in‘ormed near the clo» 
that the military reorganization of the Empire will hy 
rapidly pushed forward to completion. As if cop. 
scious of an awkward contradiction, the Empero 
hastens to assure the world that this military prepara. 
tion is not intended as a menace. It only gratifies , 
just pride, and is but the natural expression of the 
nation’s ‘“‘energetic will to maintain against ql) 
** attempts its rank and its influence in the world.” 

In wh#t light, then, is this remarkable document 
to be regarded? Is it to be interpreted as a virtu,] 
confession of defeat, a deceptive mask to Imperial 
weakness ? Or is it what it purports to be, the 
straightforward exposition of a policy which the 
Emperor has always been desirous of following? The 
meaning of the manifesto is plain enough; we ar 
only in doubt as to what NAPOLEON means. In this 
case, we must judge the fruit by the tree. When 
NAPOLEON says he does not desire war, we confess to 
the suspicion that he has expressed only half his 
meaning, and that we must add the words, ‘‘ until he 
“*is better prepared,’’ or, ‘‘ until a more fitting op- 
**portunity occurs.’’ Ever since his famous declaration 
that the Empire meant peace, he has had some war 
on hand ; and yet, almost every public speech or letter 
of his cortains assurances of his pacific intentions, 
He would have the world believe that he abhors war, 
and fights only when the perversity of other gover- 
ments compels him to unsheathe the sword. Doubt. 
less this is in part truc. He might prefer, for in- 
stance, to gain the left bank of the Rhine by negotia- 
tion rather than by the loss of fifty or a hundred 
thousand men ; but if not by negotiation, then, assur- 
edly, by war. 


It is not surprising, therefore, that the Emperor's 
pacific platitudes are accepted by the European press 
with many grains of allowance—are taken, in fact, for 
exactly what they are worth. Few give him credit for 
sincerity, though all would be glad to believe him to 
be sincere; and when we read that Europe has been 
tranquillized by his pledges, we simply do not believe 
the assurance. Everybody sees through his elaborate 
sophistry. No sane man can for a moment be de- 
ceived by it. It has not altered the situation, nor 
can it have any permanent effect in the futur. 
How, then, has the manifesto served the Emperor? 
It has only furnished him with a specious justifica- 
tion of his enforced neutrality, and enabled him t 
save appearances before the world. He knows that 
he has recently cut a most ludicrous figure on the 
stage of European politics, and that the world knows 
it, too. It was but natural that he should seek to put 
the best possible face on the matter. 





THE report of the Military Commission, appointed 
to investigate the New Orleans riot, has come to us, 
but we are unable to make room for it. It covers 
substantially the same ground as the report of General 
BairD, and establishes the same facts. The origi 
of the riot was indisputably in the vengeful feelings 
of the late Rebel population toward the blacks, and 
toward Union men of whatever color. If the city 
authorities had partaken less of these feelings, they 
could have prevented most of the bloodshed and 
atrocity by obtaining timely assistance from the United 
States troops. As it was, it was only the presence of 
this National’ police which saved the city from # 
general slaughter of Union men and negroes, atl 
from all the other horrors which attend an extensivé, 
organized and successful riot. The Board sustain the 
action of General BarirD, acquitting him of all blame 
for the affair. It is to be inferred from the languagt 
of their report ‘hat the Board think that the partie 
actually implicated in murder during the riot should 
be tried in other than the reconstructed avi 
courts, in which, they say, it is universal 
acknowledged it would be impossible to have ji 
tice meted out to them. In concluding thel 
report the Board say: “That it is by no mea® 
“ their opinion that hostility to Northern and Unios 
‘* men so prevails in the community at large, as of it 
“* self either to endanger their life or property, Pp 
‘* vided they refrain from claiming freedom of s 
‘concerning subjects on which, like that of Slavev 
“before the war, no difference of opinion * 
“*tolerated.’”’ The only way to accomplish this 
be to put New Orleans under military jurisdicti® 
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out of which, it is plain, it should never have come 
until the whole question of reconstruction had been 
finally settled. 

ABIDING THE LAW. 

From the proceedings in our courts of law, we ob- 
serve that those who suffered during the war from pun- 
ishments which were neither authorized by Constitu- 
tional or military law, are taking advantage of the re- 
turn of the ordinary processes of justice to settle ac- 
counts with their persecutors. As the statute of limita- 
tions leaves a wide margin for action, the position of 
those who have taken advantage of the disturbed con- 
dition of the country to compass personal ends is by no 
means a comfortable one. But it is only those who 
have made use of their temporary power to help 
themselves at the expense of others who are in any 
danger now from the civil law. Neither soldier nor 
civilian, whether on the side of the Union or of the 
Rebellion, is at present in danger from being brought 
in question in the courts of law, for any actions within 
the line of his duty. Sectional hatred and personal 
vindictiveness for such actions are sufficiently ac- 
tive, and numerous suits and prosecutions have 
been commenced in consequence ; but we have yet 
to hear of any case where an honorable and just 
oficial has. suffered in either purse or reputation 
beyond mere annoyance. There were, however, 
during and since the war a considerable number of 
cases of a different character. Some provost-marshal, 
or other local military official, oppressed a personal 
enemy, and let his revenge seduce him beyond the 
limits of his rightful powers. Or some local com- 
mandant or treasury agent, or even—though the mili- 
tary record is not defiled by many such blots—some 
oficer of troops, in camp or on the march, was 
tempted into seizing property, or extorting money or 
receiving bribes for mere emolument. Such delin- 
quents as these stand in very slippery places. Per- 
sonal revenge is one of the most persevering of human 
instincts; and most of all, such as has been intensi- 
fied by the bitter angers of civil war ; and corrupt or 
tyrannical offenders of this kind will be nosed out 
or hunted down as long as their victims have life 
or money left. 

Brute force is very close beneath the surface, even 
of the most quiet and civilized society. There has 
never been any people yet so enlightened, self-con- 
trolled and Christian as to be able to dispense with 
violence and blood. Close behind the majestic form of 
the judge, stands the broad-shouldered and rough- 
handed sheriff’s officer, to seize by brute force the 
chattels of the party in execution, and promptly to 
knock down the luckless owner, should he attempt to 
retain his goods. And with equal decision, though 
with more deliberation, and usually with humane re- 
luctance, he is at hand whenever required to perform 
the ceremonial strangling of the murderer. 

The vast force and sudden activity of the violent 
passions are only the more urgent reasons to all good 
citizens for cautiously abiding by the legal as well as 
the ethical systems of doctrine and practice which 
form the outer scaffolding of civilized society, until 
they shall be superseded by the sufficient strength of 
interior principles. And in time of war, the obliga- 
tion is even greater to abide by the law, and to exert 
a resolute and high-principled self-government, no 
matter what temptation is offered to the selfish or 
violent impulses. A number of unfortunate citizens 
of the United States are at this moment in jail in 
consequence of not having acted upon the principles 
we have just laid down. The discussion is late for 
them, no doubt; but that is no fault of ours; and we 
may with propriety make their fault and its conse- 
quent misfortune a text for the general advantage. 








Rear-ApmiraL Francis H. Grecory, third in 
rank on the retired list of the Navy, an officer of 
long, distinguished and valuable service, died at the 
Mansion House in Brooklyn early on Thursday morn- 
ing. His disease was inflammation of the bowels. 
Admiral Grecory died at seventy-seven years of age, 
and after having passed over fifty-five years service in 
the Navy. It was anofficial career filled with duties well 
performed. The Admiral was born in Norwalk, Conn., 
and entered the Naval service January 16, 1809, 
served in the war of 1812 as a lieutenant, and distin- 
guished himself on the lakes. He also served during 
the Mexican war as commander of the Raritan. The 
date of expiration of his last cruise at sea was June, 








1851. At the commencement of the war he was or- 
dered to the duty of superintending the preparation 
of vessels of war, and took a great interest in the con- 
struction of the first Monitor, at Greenpoint, L. L, 
feeling confidence in the new system, then in its in- 
fancy. He was subsequently charged with the super- 
vision of iron-clads in the East, in connection with 
Commodore J. B. Hutt, at St. Louis, and was in the 
discharge of that duty when seized with his last ill- 
ness. The Admiral was many years ago quite con- 
spicuously brought before the public for his prompt 
and honorable conduct in the AMISTEAD case, in which 
he rescued a cargo of Africans from a slaver, and 
brought them to this country, whence they were sub- 
sequently returned to their native country by the 
Government. In July, 1862, he was commissioned 
Rear-Admiral. Admiral GREGORY was an officer 
universally known and respected in the Navy. His 
retentive memory of prominent events in which he 
had taken part, and his happy faculty of relating 
them, made companionship with him a rare pleasure, 
which, now that he has gone, will be recalled by his 
fellows of the service with tender recollection. 








THE Army has been waiting since the adjournment 
of Congress with anxious interest for the announce- 
ment of the appointments of field officers for the new 
regiments authorized by the Army Bill. It has 
hitherto been impossible to satisfy this curiosity, so 
carefully has headquarters kept the information to 
itself. We are now able, however, to give a pretty 
complete list of the appointments, which may be relied 
upon as entirely accurate so far as it goes. °

WE give in another portion of this issue some ex- 
tracts from foreign papers on the subject of the 
breech-loading steel cannon used by the Prussians. 
Mr. Krupp, the manufacturer of these cannon, is 
known as the proprietor of very extensive cast steel 
works at Essen, in Rhenish Prussia. The Prussian 
artillery is largely composed of Mr. Krupp’s guns, 
who has also furnished several of them to Russia. 
One of these made for the latter Government was an 
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eleven-inch gun. The subject of breech-loading steel 
guns is one of great importance, and recommends it- 
self to all those interested in the subject of ordnance. 
The Russian, Austrian and Prussian War Departments 
long ago adopted solid steel guns ; the Prussians also 
employ the same material for the barrels of their 
soldiers’ rifles. It is high time that our Government 
should take some steps in this matter. 











THe London Times gives an account of the New 
Zealand war, which has had more than one parallel in 
the history of our own Indian fighting. The New Zea- 
land natives numbered not more than 50,000, of whom 
2,000 at most were soldiers engaged in the war. Con- 
fronting these were not only three times that number 
of colonial troops, but 10,000 British regulars beside ! 
And yet the first war was settled by compromise, and 
six months later a new one was in progress. Three 
hundred natives for a long time successfully opposed 
the British army, and when obliged to retreat took 
with them all their baggage and their wounded and 
dead. Says the 7imes: ‘‘ No New Zealand war, even 
“if reputed successful, ever left the natives with a 
‘* conviction that they had better not go to war again. 
‘They rather enjoyed their campaign than not, and 
‘‘only made overtures for peace when fighting had 
‘“become tedious, or the harvest demanded their at- 
‘tention. At last, however, the secret of all this 
‘mischief ‘was discovered, or rather recognized. 
‘* What kept up the New Zealand war was, the troops 
‘* that were sent to put it down. Our regular troops, 
‘regularly manceuvred under regular commanders 
‘ according to the theories of European campaigning, 
‘‘were not the troops for this kind of service. Turned 
‘‘into volunteers and relieved of stocks, pipeclay, 
‘‘knapsacks, drill and science, they would have dis- 
‘* nosed of the enemy quickly enough, but their natu- 
‘*ral powers were utterly destroyed by the application 
‘‘ of professional tactics to rough bush fighting. At 
‘‘Jength the truth was seen, the war was handed over 
‘to colonial levies, with a few regulars, under a 
‘really active commander, and in six months the 
‘delusion was dispelled forever. Not only need we 
‘‘ never again send an army to New Zealand, but we 
‘shall probably never again hear of a New Zealand 
“* war.” 

Our wars with the aborigines of this country have, 
as a rule, had the effect to make the savages for a 
time stand in awe of our power, but, often as we have 
beaten them, they still, if repeated statements are to 
be believed, defy us on the Western plains, and no 
doubt future wars are in store for us. If experience 
goes for anything, our Army ought to be the best 
Indian fighters of the world, for nowhere else has a 
standing army been maintained for so long a time in 
the midst of an Indian country, and gone through so 
many contests as our old force of Regulars. Nor are 
such people as the New Zealanders to be compared 
with some of our own tribes for numbers, daring, ex- 
cellence of arms, long habit of war and martial spirit. 
Among our officers at least are to be found many 
whom it would be hard to equal for experience and 
skill in this warfare. And yet, how often have we 
seen long and expensive delays, war protracted for 
years, though the troops outnumbered the savages, 
men, women, and children; only because the disei- 
pline of regular tactics did not prepare the men for 
such warfare. The school of tactics, though excellent 
and necessary for fields of battle between similarly 
organized armies, cramps the Indian fighter, because 
its avowed purpose is to compel the soldier to depend 
upon his commander ; while in this irregular warfare, 
each man, or each small party, must be able to main- 
tain itself’ under all circumstances. To beat the In- 
dians we have always been compelled to play the 
Indians’ game, and play it better than they. 

In the early history of the American colonies, the 
most successful wars were those conducted with levies 
upon the colonists, experienced hunters as well as 
farmers, while British and French troops often fled in 
dismay from their miscalculated enemy. These les- 
sons should not be lost upon us in future undertakings 
against the Indians. We still have a frontier, and 
along it can be gathered armies of any size necessary 
for our need. The gold ‘‘fevers’’ that our social 
state has suffered, have drawn thousands into the 
wilderness to learn its rough life and self-sustaining 
ways. They furnish the best possible materia! for 
this irregular warfare, and speed, surety of success aii 
economy will all Le gained by employing thor 
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WHAT RUINED THE CONFEDERATE ARMY?

He proves very conclusively 
that perfect health depends upon a good stomach, and that 
a healthy digestive apparatus cannot obtain for those 
habitually indulging in nicotine and John Barleycorn. 
Thus far the doctor is unquestionably right, and we go 
even further in admiration of a salubrious appetite. We 
believe that nearly every human wrong can be traced to 
dyspepsia and its accompanying furies. Many a man mis 
takes principles for potatoes, and indigestion for religious 


It must not be supposed that our author is an advocate of 
total abstinence, under all circumstances. On the contrary, 
he mentions cases in which liquor is indispensable. His 
foray is against the immoderate stimulation which has made 
us the most drunken nation on the face of the earth. 

‘The doe:or shows that inveterate smoking not only leads 
to frightful nervous disorders, but likewise to a partial 
eclipse of virile power. 

Only the other day the French —among whom the prac- 
tice was carried even to a greater extent than with us— 
made an estimate of its effects in their schools and colleges. 
They took the young men attending these institutions, 
classified them into those who smoked habitually, and 
those who did not, and estimated their physical and intel- 
lectual standing — perhaps their moral standing too. The 
result was that they found those who did not smoke were 
both stronger lauds and better scholars, were altogether 
more reputable people and more useful members of society, 
than those who habitually used the drug. What was the 
consequence? Louis Napoleon—one of the good things 
he has done — instantly issued an edict that no smoking 
should be permitted in any school, college or academy. 
This edict in one day put out about thirty thousand pipes 
in Paris alone. Let our young smokers put that in their 
pipes and smoke it. . 

Our author quotes the opinion of the late Professor 
Warren, of Boston, President of the American Medical 
Association, who thus expresses his opinion : 

“Of the three modes of using tobacco, smoking is that 
which seems to have insinuated itself most extensively among 
the youth of our community. ‘Tobacco, employed in this 
way, being drawn with the vital breath, conveys its poison- 
ous influence into every part of the lungs. There the 
noxious fluid is entangled in the minute, spongy air cells, 
and has time to exert its pernicious influences on the blood, 
not in vivitying, but in vitiating it. The blood imbibes 
the stimulant narcotic principle and circulates it through 
the system. It produces, in consequence, a febrile action 
in those of delicate habit. Where there is any tendency 
to phthisis and tubercular deposits in the lungs, debility of 
those organs, consequent on the use of tobacco in this way, 
must favor the deposit of tubercular matter, and thus sow 
the seeds of consumption.” 

These are words of tremendous import and consequence. 





KRUPP’S BREECH-LOADING CANNON. 
‘From L’Echo du Parlement, Brussels.) 


I must tell you again that Mr. Krupp, the celebrated 
proprietor of the beautiful manufactory of Essen, has re- 
ceived the warmest congratulations on the materiel which 
he has furnished to the Prussian artillery. 

The Chief General of Staff of the Prussian army pro- 
nounces the highest eulogiums on the breech-loading rifled 
cannon, and doves not hesitate to say that the victory of 
Koniggriitz (Sadowa) is principally due to the artillery, 
and that that battle was, above all, a battle of artillery. 
Che same Chief of Staff adds that the only regret of the 
Prussian army is to have to count yet in its armament 
three hundred smooth-bore cannon; that its greatest dee 
sire and its greatest impatience is to see these old cannon 
disappear immediately, and to have them replaced by rifled 
cannon of the new system. 

After such testimonies, who would dare to doubt the 
success ef the Prussian rifled cannon. The Government 
at Berlin, after the victory of Sadowa, sent Mr. Krupp 
now and important orders for rifled 4-pounder, 6-pounder, 
aud 24-pounder cannon, all of the same kind; and Russia, 
convinced more than ever of the immense superiority of 
the new materiel of artillery, demands importunately that 
she may be furnished as soon as possible with the three 
hundred and fifty 4-pounder rifled breech-loading cannon 
which she ordered some time ago from the workshops at 
Essen. 

(From L'Indépendance Belge, July 27th.) 

The effects of the needle gun in the late campaign have 
heen extolled perhaps excessively, and one would be 
wrong to suppose that the brilliant success achieved by the 
Prussian army ought to be attributed solely to that arm. 
‘The new Prussian artillery is composed, as we are aware, of 
cast steel breech-loading cannon, which have furnished 
proofs of their powers in the Schleswig-Holstein war and 
contributed powerfully to its success. It will suffice to 
prove it to cite several facts relative to the part taken by 
this arm in different actions. Our data, which accord with 
the official reports made, are drawn from the accounts 
given by the correspondents of the Times and the Gazette de 
Cologne, the only journals which have, till now, furnished 
complete details of t'.e campaign. 

At the battle of Sadowa the Prussian artillery took a pre- 
ponderant part. The contest commenced about half-past 
seven in the morning by an artillery fire. At first the fire 
was not very brisk on either side, but toward eight o'clock 
the Prussian horse-artillery was re-enforced by mounted 
hatteries, and the Prossian artillerymen commenced to can- 





nonade the positions of the enemy briskly. The Austrian 
artillery, which had many batteries intrenched, and which 
knew the distances ectly, not satisfied with acting 
against the enemy's ian) artillery, its fire reached the 
troops placed on the hills in front. As soon as the can- 
nonade in front became serious, the cannon of the Seventh 
division commenced to bombard the village of Benatek on 
the right of the Austrians. Insensibly the Prussian fire 
began to tell, and the Austrian batteries, placed between 
the villages of Dohelnitz and Dohalicha, were obliged to 
beat a retreat, and to get to the other side of a hill under 
the storm of projectiles. At this moment the batteries in 
position near the village of Makrowens still held out, and 
the Prussians were not able to clear Bischitz. They then 
directed the fire of several cannon on Makrowens, and to- 
ward six o'clock the Austrian artillery was obliged to 
abandon the ground. * * * * 

As detail of the part taken by the Prussian artillery in 
this battle, we quote the following account by an officer 
whose correspondence has been inserted in the (uzette de 
Cologne : 

“After having quitted our bivouac at Shotka on the 
morning of the 3rd of July, our division was formed into 
order for battle toward half-past six o'clock, and our ad- 
vance guard advanced toward the enemy. It had been 
gone an hour before we heard the canron. Our artillery 
commenced the action by taking a position on an emi- 
nence about 4,000 paces from the enemy. The Austrian 
artillery had had eight days to prepare, and to make every 
arrangement which might be of advantage to them. It 
was there that they had fixed the distances by placing 
works. ‘Twelve of our cannon were opposed to forty of 
the enemy. ‘The noise was terrible. ‘The Austrian artil- 
lery fired badly, as all their projectiles passed beyond our 
battery. Ours, on the contrary, occasioned great losses to 
the Austrian artillery, and caused several of their advance 
trains to explode.” : 

In the action at Trautenan two rifled batteries of the 
Prussian guard, one of four and theother of six guns, main- 
tained with success a contest with 64 Austrian cannon. 

We might note other facts if we did not fear extending 
this article too far. Besides, those that we have enumer- 
ated show sufficiently the important role played by the 
Prussian artillery in the present war. Furthermore, the 
King of Prussia gives it great credit, for we learn that he 
has addressed congratulations to Mr. Krupp, the celebrated 
manufacturer of cast-steel cannon.

signatures of officers of the Army which there is reason to believe will 
be presented by impostors. ’ ;

_ 902, When it is necessary to employ soldiers as artificers or laborers 
in the construction of permanent military works, public roads, or 
othtr constant labor of not less than ten days’ duration in any case, 
they shall receive, in ad/ition to their regular pay, the following 
additional compensation therefor : Enlisted men bon Booed " 
and non-commissioned officers employed as overseers of such work, 
not exceeding one overseer for every twenty men, thirty-five cents 
per day; and enlisted men employed as la twenty cents per 
day. The non-commissioned officers and soldiers so employed are to 
be mustered as extra-duty men. The allowance of thirty-five cente 
a day is to those employed as mechanics, overseers and clerks in the 
Bureaus of the War Department, at the Headquarters of the Army, 
and at Military Division or Department Headquarters. But no man 
shall be rated and paid as a clerk, overseer or mechanic, who is not 
actually employed as such. Commanding officers will particularly 
see to this; nor shall any soldier be rated at higher pay than twenty 
cents per day, except by their order. 

903. Enlisted men of the Ordnance and E r Depar 
artificers of artillery, hospital stewards and ordnance sergeants, are 
not entitled to this allowance.

Comprtritive Dri.ts.—The drill season, which is now 
ing, promises to be a very lively one, as the National Guard now 
stands on vantage ground such as it never before occupied. The set- 
ting apart of Tompkins Square asa parade ground by the last Legis- 
lature was an ackoowledgment on their part of the services of the 
National Guard of New York, while at the same time it supplied a 
want which has long been felt by the regiments of the First divis- 
ion. The removal of the general officers who have recently been 
placed on the supernumerary list by Governor Fenton, has infused a 
new spirit in our brigade and regimental commanders, who now hope 
that the days of ignorance in high places are ended. It will thus be 
seen that the members of the National Guard have much to con- 
gratulate themselves upon, and we believe they will not be slow in 
availing themselves of these advantages. 

The subject of competitive drills is one which naturally suggests 
itself at the present time, and we shall hope to see several 
of these friendly trials of excellence before the close of the 
season. Although we have already spoken of this subject, it 
may not be amiss to mention some of the benefits which we think 
would be derived from these competitive trials. One who has mixed 
rouch with the National Guard cannot fail to be struck with the spirit 
of boasting of the merits of their various companies and regiments 
which prevails among so many of its members.

Again, we frequently hear captains, 
who are fully posted in their duties, and who use what they know, 
complain that their men do not attend drills and shirk their duty 
when they can, and we are frequently applied to to suggest some 
remedy for this. The direct opposite of a lack of interest 1s esprit de 
corps, and the stronger this interest is the more attentive the men 
will be to their duties. Do officers and men see no credit in being 
styled the Best drilled company of the First division? 

We have canvassed this matter of competitive drills pretty 
thoroughly, and are, convinced that all that is needed to inaugurate 
a series of these contests is for some one company to signify its will- 








| ingness to compete in drill with some other company. Perhaps no 


two companies in the First division are better known than the Second 
(B) Company of the Seventh regiment and Company B of the Twen- 
ty-second regiment, as they are both large companies, well drilled and 
commanded by competent officers. We should very much like to see 
these companies meet to compare their respective proficiency, and we 
have every reason to believe that it will not be such a difficult matter 
to bring them together. A challenge from either company would 
undoubtedly be accepted by the other, and yet there is a hesitancy on 
the part of either to first throw down the gauntlet. If, however,

4. The senior officer, or non-commissioned officer present at com- 
pany formations, will be held responsible for any delay in conducting 
their companies to the = line of the battalion, at the hour ap- 
pointed for reports of first sergeants, at all formations hereafter or- 
dered from these headquarters. 

5. Full duty will be exacted of every officer and member of this 
command, during the lawful term of service, without respect for any 
tender of resignation, or alleged unpleasantness of relation. Any 
tardiness in the performance of duty rendered dy officers or men who 
are awaiting their discharge from service, will be promptly rebuked, 
and no member shall receive credit for service not rendered.

In order to correct misrepresentations in 

to the payment of bounties authorized 

at the last session of Congress, the Secretary 

of War directs the following statement to be 

published : { : 

The payment of bounties to soldiers, under 
the act of Congress, has not been delayed by 
any action or interference of the President. 
Soon after the adjournment of Congress, a 
Board, with General Canby as president, was 
organized to prepare rules and regulations for 
the payment of the authorized bounties. This 
duty involved the consideration of numerous 
acts of Congress, and the regulations and 
practice of several bureaus, and upon it de- 
pends the proper disbursement of over fifty 
millions of dollars among more than a million 
claimants. The Board devoted themselves 
diligently to their work, and when it was 
completed made report to the Secretary of 
War. ‘That officer revised the regulations, 
and having doubts in respect to some legal 
points determined by the Board, referred their 
report to the Attorney-General, who, after 
mature consideration, alvised certain changes. 
The matter was again referred to the Board, 
with instructions to revise and amend the 
amended regulations. This was done, and the 
amer.ded regulations being affirmed by the At- 
torney-General, were promptly published, and 
orders issued to carry them into effect. In the 
whole procedure there was no interference by 
the President or the Secretary of the Treasury. 
The report was not suppressed nor seen by 
either of them. The regulations were pre- 
pared under the directions of the Secretary of 
War, with as much diligence as the difficulties 
of the subject and the magnitude of the dis- 
bursements would admit. 

In respect to the order temporarily suspend- 
ing payment of bounties to colored troops, 
Congress had manifested an anxious desire, by 
amendments of the act, to secure these boun- 
ties to the colored soldier, and to protect him 
against fraudulent agents and assignees. The 
amount of these bounties is estimated at nearly 
$20,000,006. ‘Che Secretary of War felt it his 
duty to have the regulations of the Pay De- 
partment carefully revised so as to provide 
any additional checks that might secure the 
bounties to colored soldiers, and protect the 
Treasury against fraud, The subject was, 
therefore, referred to General Canby’s Board, 
and upon their report being made, payment 
of these bounties was ordered. Tor the tem- 
porary suspension of payment neither the 
President nor the Secretary of the ‘Treasury 
is responsible: all the time taken up was re- 
quired by justice to the colored soldiers and 
the public treasury, and to carry out the 
manifest purpose of Congress so as to protect 
the soldier as far as might be done by care- 
fully prepared regulations against being 
cheated out of his bounty.
